MRS. LINDBERGH 
ENROUTE TO U. S. 


Le Havre. France, April 20 (API — 
Mrs. C harles A Lindbergh, her two 
small sons and their nurse today 
boarded the liner Champlain for the 
United States, where they will join 
Colonel Lindbergh. 
Lindbergh sailed on the Aquitania 
April 8, 
<He is now in W ashington, 
where the W ar departm ent has call­ 
ed him to active duty to make a sur­ 
vey of United States aviation facili­ 
ties.) 
Mrs. Lindbergh declined to talk 
to reporters who approached her on 
the dock. 
Boarding the ship, she 
and her family rem ained in their 
cabins. 
(This will be the first visit to the 
United States of Land, who was born 
May 12, 1937. in London. 
(His brother, Jon. who will be 
seven years old next August 16, has 
not been in the United States since 
he was taken to England in Decem­ 
ber, 1935. by his parents. 
(The two boys were left in Eng­ 
land when Colonel and Mrs. Lind­ 
bergh visited their homeland De­ 
cember, 1937—March, 1938.) 
They went aboard the Cham plain 
at I p. m. <7 a. rn E ST .), five hours 
before the vessel was scheduled to 
sail as a replacem ent for the liner 
Paris, which burned and foundered 
Wednesday only a few hours before 
its sailing time. 
It was not known whether the 
Lindbergh party had planned orig­ 
inally to sail on the Paris.

Mrs. Lindbergh’s decision to join her 
husband came suddenly after he was 
called up for active duty by the War 
departm ent after his arrival in the 
United States.

Columbus, O., April 20 (AP)—In 
28 minutes of sweat-goaked sus­ 
pense, the state of Ohio Wednesday 
night executed a father, son and 
their gangster pal for the murder 
of two Springfield, Ohio, peace o f­ 
ficers. 
A record crowd of about 150 men, 
packed in the little death chamber 
at Ohio penitentiary, witnessed the 
electrocutions. 
In the order of their death, the 
killers were Harry Chapman, 37-

IST COLUMBUS 
S E T T L E M E N T 
FOUND IN HAITI 


Philadelphia, April 20 (AP)—Dis­ 
covery of the probable site of the 
first settlement by Columbus in the 
new w orld-lost since a handful of 
Spaniards in armor died in a battle 
with naked Indians four centuries 
ago—was 
reported 
today 
to 
the 
American Philosophical society. 
H ie settlement, known as Navi- 
dad, was established on the north 
coast of Haiti by Columbus in Janu­ 
ary, 1493, on his first voyage of 
discovery. 
He returned e l e v e n 
months later, but the fort had been 
burned and the garrison of 40 men 
slain. 
The discovery was reported by 
Samuel E. Morison, Harvard uni­ 
versity historian, who last January 
retraced Columbus’ route in that 
vicinity. 
To approximate the conditions 
met by Columbus, Morison and a 
small group of companions made 
the voyage in a sailboat ubout the 
same size as the Spanish vessels. 
Morison described the route taken 
by Columbus in approaching Haiti 
from Cuba with his two remaining 
ships, the Santa Maria and the 
Nina. 
Though 
the 
sailing 
directions 
and records left by the explorer 
himself, the historian located the 
reef off Cape Haitien where Colum­ 
bus’ 
flagship 
ran 
aground 
on 
Christmas eve, 1492—the event that 
led Columbus to leave the 40 men

Columbus, O., April 20 (AP)—In 
28 minutes of sweat-goaked sus­ 
pense, the state of Ohio Wednesday 
night executed a father, son and 
their gangster pal for the murder 
of two Springfield, Ohio, peace of­ 
ficers. 
A record crowd of about 150 men, 
packed in the little death chamber 
at Ohio penitentiary, witnessed the 
electrocutions. 
In the order of their death, the 
killers were Harry Chapman, 37- 
year-old Chicagoan; Henry Dingle- 
dine, 29-year-old Springfield “bad 
boy;” and Henry’s father, Harry, 
a ruddy-faced, white haired man 
of 56. 
At 8:03 p. rn., Chapman stepped 
into the white-walled death cubicle. 
Peering through rimless, dark- 
lensed 
spectacles, 
he 
remarked: ; 
“Gentlemen, you are here to witness i 
an execution, and I have a few 
words to say.” 
Sitting in the chair, he nervously 
referred to a notation in his hand. 
“I am not a murderer,” he said. 
“A robber—I admit that—but not 
a murderer. 
“The Dingledines are going to 1 
follow me here. They will probably 1 
slander me and say I did it. 
But ' 
what I said on the witness stand 
was true: I don’t know who did the 
killings.” 
Acting Warden W. F. Amrine 
gave a signal, and the current was 
applied. 
Within two minutes, the younger 
Dingledine sauntered into the room. 
With a gesture of bravado, he flip­ 
ped aside a cigarette, called good­ 
bye, and shook hands with two 
clergymen. One had baptized him 
and his father earlier. 
In the chair, Henry commented: 
“I am sorry for the officers’ wives 
and their loved ones. 
I hope they 
are happy; I hope things will go all 
right with them. 
Goodbye, good 
luck, and God bless you.” 
Chewing a cigar stump, the port­ 
ly, florid Harry Dingledine entered 
the chamber at 8:32—to be pro­ 
nounced dead eight minutes later. 
“Are there any of the boys around 
who want to shake hands with 
me?” he inquired. 
There was no 
reply. 
With a gesture of disdain, Dingle­ 
dine seated himself, then clasped 
the proffered hand of the Rev.

“God bless you, Harry.” 
“I hope there is a God in—ouch, 
your’re pinching my arm,” Dingle­ 
dine cried.

Philadelphia, April 20 (AP)—Dis­ 
covery of the probable site of the 
first settlement by Columbus in the 
new world—lost since a handful of 
Spaniards in armor died in a battle 
with naked Indians four centuries 
ago—-was reported 
today to the 
American Philosophical society. 
The settlement, known as Navi- 
dad, was established on the north 
coast of Haiti by Columbus in Janu­ 
ary, 1493, on his first voyage of 
discovery. 
He returned e l e v e n 
months later, but the fort had been 
burned and the garrison of 40 men 
slain. 
The discovery was reported by 
Samuel E. Morison, Harvard uni­ 
versity historian, who last January 
retraced Columbus’ route in that 
vicinity. 
To approximate the conditions 
met by Columbus, Morison and a 
small group of companions made 
the voyage in a sailboat about the 
same size as the Spanish vessels. 
Morison described the route taken 
by Columbus in approaching Haiti 
from Cuba with his two remaining 
ships, the Santa Maria and tile 
Nina. 
Though 
the 
sailing 
directions 
and records left by the explorer 
himself, the historian located the 
reef off Cape Haitien where Colum­ 
bus’ 
flagship 
ran 
aground 
on 
Christmas eve, 1492—the event that 
led Columbus to leave the 40 men 
behind while the one remaining 
ship returned to Spain. 
Because the greater part of Cara­ 
col bay—not far from the reef—is 
fringed 
with 
mangrove 
swamp, 
through which a landing 
would 
have been as impossible in 1492 as in 
1939, 
the 
search for the site of 
Navidad narrowed down to a three- 
mile strip of beach 
opposite the 
site of the week. 
On that beach and near the 
modem fishing village of Limonade 
Bord De Mer, Morison located a 
mound which he believes is the site 
of 
the 
fort—a 
conjecture 
that 
eventually will be proved or dis­ 
proved through excavation.

W ashington, April 20 (A P)—The 
bureau of public roads told congress 
today th a t it believed a proposed toll 
system of six transcontinental su ­

m eet traffic needs. 
It suggested instead a system of 
inter-regional highw ays designed to 
m eet requirem ents of natio n al d e­ 
fense and tile needs cf a growing 
m otor traffic. 
In a 211-page report prepared by 
congressional 
request, 
the 
bureau 
estim ated th a t six super-highw ays, 
three running east and w est and 
three n o rth and south, would a p ­ 
proxim ate a total length of 14,336 
miles an d cost at least $2,899,800,(1)0 
or an average of $202,270 a mile. 
T he bureau said tolls for a 16-year 
period -the longest tim e for which 
it would m ake traffic estim ates 
would provide less th a n 40 per cent 
of a conservative estim ate of debt 
service, m a in ten an ce and operating 
costs. 
A toll charge of a cent a m ile for 
possenger vehicles and 3.5 cents for 
trucks, th e report explained, would 
bring in an average of $72,140,000 
annually during this period com ­ 
pared w ith an average an n u al o u t­ 
lay of $184,054,000.

nesday took the stand in Washing­ 
ton, D. C., to defend her $500 fee 
for treating a 19-year-old University 
of Pennsylvania honor student, al­ 
legedly suffering from an urge to 
kill himself, as "about half the usual 
charge.” 
Her .services in the case of Rufus 
Reed, Mrs. Randle testified, included 
writing a letter to George Earle, 
then governor of Pennsylvania, “to 
see if we could get the boy off from 
his mid-year examination, because 
of his nervous condition.” 
Reed 
took his examinations, however, and 
passed with honors, according to 
previous testimony. 
Recalling other cases under her 
care in a 20-year career as a builder 
of health, poise 
and 
personality, 
Mrs. Randle said she had “worked 
many weeks with Smith Reynolds,” 
I heir to the tobacco fortune who was 
J slain in 1932. Young Reynolds, she 
said, was subject to ‘ acute mental 
depression,” similar to the melan­ 
cholia which she claims afflicted the 
Reed youth. 
She is on trial before Justice Ad­ 
kins and jury on a charge of ob­ 
taining 
money 
under false 
pre­ 
tenses from Mrs. Catherine H. Reed, 
of Washington, for treatm ent for 
her son. 
The court Wednesday denied a 
motion for a directed verdict of ac­ 


quittal entered by Defense Attorney 
Robert H. McNeill. 
Mrs. Randle traced her career as 
a dietitian and psychologist. 
She 
holds the degree of master of natur­ 
opathy from the American School 
of Naturopathy in New York city, 
she explained. 
“I have never professed that I 
could diagnose or cure disease,” Mrs, 
Randle declared. 
“I obey the laws 
of my country.”

Howard Russell, of the Departm ent 
of Public Assistance, and Budget 
Secretary Edward B. Locan, said 
checks would continue to go out, 
although they were uncertain how 
much money could be found. 
In the house, Democratic Floor 
Leader Herber B Cohen referred to

Robert E. Woodside, republican

The order, climaxing a six-week 
deadlock in negotiations between the 
union and operators for the eight- 
state Appalachian area, threatened 
to pub 125,000 men from bituminous 
workings in 
13 states. 
Approxi­ 
m ately 350,000 have been idle in the 
Appalachian region and in Alabama 
since the old two-year contract died 
April I. 
C.I.O. C hairm an John L. Lewis, 
who heads the mine workers, also 
has said he would call out 100,000 
anthracite m iners, if necessary to 
force an agreem ent. 
This would 
leave 585,000 m iners idle and in­ 
crease the growing m enace of a na- 
tinal coal shortage. 
Lewis and oilier union leaders be­ 
gan confering two days ago with 
hard coal operators fo ra new con­ 
tract to replace the three-year a n ­ 
thracite industry agreem ent which 
expires April 30.

PACK TPS’ 
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SOYBEANS BEST 
SUITED AS FEED 
FOR LIVESTOCK 


Can soybeans fulfill the many 
promises made for them as a Penn­ 
sylvania farm crop? Many farmers 
would like to have this question 
answered. 
County Agent M. T. 
Hartman nas secured at least a 
partial answer from J. B. R. Dickey 
and C. F. Noll, agronomy specialists 
at the Pennsylvania State college. 
In the middle west, growing soy­ 
beans as a cash crop has been in­ 
creasing sharply. Reduction of corn 
acreage has resulted in a swing to 
soybeans, so much so that the supply 
nearly equals the demand. As the 
supply increased, prices dropped. 


Current quotations range from 60 to 
SO cents per bushel. 
With yields 
averaging 15 to 16 bushels per acre, 
soybeans are no bonanza crop. 
The bulk of the western soybean 
grain crop is used for oil and re­ 
lated 
by-products. 
Soybeans 
oil 
meal is in popular competition with 
cottonseed cilmeal. 
S h o u l d the 
western acreage increase faster than 
the demand, lower prices undoubted­ 
ly will result. 
Perhaps the greatest value of soy­ 
beans on a Pennsylvania farm is as 
a source of livestock feed. Hartman 
said. Soybean hay is almost equal 
in feeding value to alfalfa. 
Yields I 
are generally satisfactory. 
Green I 
soybeans have been successfully en- I 
shed with molasses or phosphoric I 
acid. Threshed beans can be ground 
and used as a protein supplement. 
The percentage of crude protein i 
Is approximately equal to that of \ 
linseed oilmeal. 
Beans worth 75 
cents 
per 
bushel 
provide 
much 
cheaper protein supplement than 


c a n be purchased. 
Apparently, 
threshed beans have more value as 
farm feed than as a cash crop. 
Because soybeans have small root 
systems, severe washing would re­ 
sult if grown on sloping land year 
after year. The best place in the 
rotation is between wheat and corn. 
Since they do not grow rapidly until 
soil and weather are warm, soybeans 
usually cannot be seeded before June 
I. 
When grown for grain, similar 
weather and growing season are 
needed as for maturing early corn. 


Throughout the middle west, only 
large capacity mills have been able 
to meet the keen competition in the 
extraction of oils from soybeans. 
For that reason it Is considered 
doubtful whether a soybean oil mill 
could be successfully operated under 
Pennsylvania conditions as has been 
‘suggested in some areas. Large ex­ 
penditures are required for machin­ 
ery, storage bins and other facilities. 
Where a soybean crop can be fitted 
i into the regular rotation, it offers 
attractive possibilities as a source of 


forage and grain. Reduction in tile 
cash outlay for protein supplement 
is made possible for the livestock 
farmer. 
But under present condi­ 
tions, it is considered questionable 
whether a commercial market is 
needed or could be operated profit­ 
ably, Hartman concluded.

Until fresh greens are available in 
our gardens, meals may be balanced 
with wild greens. 
‘ Dandelion, wat- j 
ercress. and pokeweed are the wild 
greens most generally used,’* accord- 1 
ing to Miss Mildred L. Adams, home i 
economics extension representative 
of Adams county. 
She .suggests us- j 
ing wild greens when very young as ! 
they become strong in flavor as they 
get older. 
Dandelions are found in abun­ 
dance in fields and some lawns. The 
heart of this green may be used in j 
a salad and the leaves cooked as any 
other green. 
W atercress, 
found 
especially 
in 
limestone soil areas along streams 
of water, may be used alone or in 
combination with other greens in 
salads. 
Pokeweed, when tender, is 
delicious. 
Cook it in 
water and 
serve w'ith salt and a little cream. 
The common milkweed is another 
green that lends itself to table use. 
The young sprouts of the plant can 
be snapped off and used with the 
young leaves. 
These may be cooked I 
and served as we do asparagus and ; 
they taste much the same. 
"Cook greens carefully to retain 
their vitamins and minerals,” Miss 
Adams advises.

Cook­ 
ing greens In milk adds to their food 
value. 
If greens are cooked with meat, 
Miss Adams says to add them after 
the meat itself has cooked, otherwise 
they will be overcooked. 
Many homemakers prefer to serve 
their families wilted greens. 
Miss 
Adams gives directions for preparing 
these. Wash thoroughly two or three 
quarts of young dandelions or other 
greens and cut into small pieces 
with scissors. 
Heat four teaspoons
